EDUCATION SOCIETY 
rOR IRELAND.

The Funds of the Soeiety are still very inadequate to meet the 
urgent calls for assistance which are continually ade upon the Com- 
mittee. Theopportunines of uxfulness which have been thrown 
open are such, thatan iacrease of Faads appears to be the only thing 
wanting to enable them to extend the blessings of Scriptural Educa- 
tion mach more widely, and with much greater eihleiency, than they 
have as yet been enabled todo.

Tae meeting of the Cork Branch of the Church 
Education Society, which we were enabled to report 
in our second edition of yesterday, must be regarded 
as a demonstration on the part of the nobility, gentry, 
clergy, and educated classes of that district to adhere 
to and support the cause of Scriptural Education in 
Ireland. Undeterred by open hostility--lamenting, 
but not dismayed, because of the defection of some 
who were once loudest in its defence, the Church Edu- 
cation Society looks for the aid of a Being superior 
to statesmen, or those who believe themselves to be 
such, and rests secure, on the promise that He who gave 
the Word will not forsake it. It is refreshing, in these 
days of tergiver ation, defection, and expediency, to 
experience that there are still multitudes 
whe support things, not names, and who ad- 
here to principles, and not men; who, having 
fought the good ship throngh many a fiery 
struggle, nail their colours to the mast, when some 
of the crew—those, too, who once professed the 
strongest loyalty---fly from herin timidity or expec- 
taucy. For thirty years the Church Education So- 
ciety has fought for principle, and takes up her 
armour courageously again. Her opponents must 
respect the consistency which has animated her, and 
admire the courage of her determination. She will 
not now submit to the degradation of confessing 
herself to be in error, while she believes she is in 
the right; nor is she inclined to sentence herself to 
permanent humiliation by surrendering that prin- 
ciple, while her belief in the truth of it remains. 
Some have asked ſor an authoritative declaration on 
the part of the Church Education Society, or of the 
Clergy. We have no synod, nor is convocation a 
legal assembly in this country. There has never yet 
been a commission formed of clerics aad laymen, 
whose opinions are considered to be binding on all. 
But, if a declaration be desired as to the course 


which the most influential members of the 
Church Education Society, as such, are determined 


consistently to pursue, we have that emphatically set 
forth, without a flutter of wavering, in the pro- 
nouncement of the Cork Branch of the Society. 
The sudden adhesion of the Wesleyan Methodists 
to the National System has been used as an argu- 
ment for a similar act upon the part of Churchmen. 
Whether that adhesion will be ratified by the general 
body is yet uncertain. If it be, all that can be said 
is, that for thirty years the Weslzyans believed the 
Church te be right, and fought side by side with her, 
in the cause of Scriptural Education. What arga- 
ments have induced the Wesleyans to desert we know 
not, for they have given none. But the Church 
Education Society never bound itself to follow in 
the wake of any denomination. Sixteen years 
since she suffered a far more extensive defec- 
tion, and yet survives. The Presbyterians, as a body, 
are far more numerous, far more influential, than the 
Wesleyans in Ireland. They constitute a very con- 
siderable portion and a very intellectualof the popula- 
tion ofthe North. They adhered,aftera while, to the Na- 
tional system, under a relaxed model rule. The same 
terms were, and are, offe red to the Church Take the 
“- moneyof the Board; give a mere ferm of assent to its 
“rules; the Board will not inquire too scrupulonsly 
“aboutit.” The Church, at that time, did not think 
such a course consistent with her honour or with 
honesty; and she will not be more seduced by the 
defection of the Wesleyans now, than she was by 
the secession of the Presbyterians then. 
Those who assert that the Church Education Society 
is tottering both within and without, are strangely 
jgnorant of facts. ‘Ihe Cork meeting is proof that 
the same union which fortified her ranks of old 
animates them still. As to external strength 
we can only estimate that from the amount 
of her subscriptions. The largest amount ever col- 
lected within a year for the Church Education 
Society was £44,915; last year she received £39,771. 
Five thousand pounds, then, is the total loss sustained 
by death, defection, surrender of schools to patrons, : 
and the independent action of Branch Societies. 
When we consider that the National Board received 
no less than 306,000 during the last year from the 
State, and that the inrecase in the Government grant 
during the last two years has been £60,000, and that 
Churchmen are compelled to pay twice for the educa- 
tion of their parish children --firstly, by compulsory 
taxation; and secondly, by voluntary contributions, 
we may well be surprised that the diminution has 
not been greater. 
Not only is the heart sound, but all the members 
are vigorous and flourishing. To take the report of 
the Cork as a test, what result do we find 
indicative of ? The report states that the 
schools are more efficient ; that not only the teachers, 
but the system and methods adopted, sre of a

clusive. She points to the precedent of Governmental 

action in the case of the schools in India, in that of 
the English National System, and that of the British 

and Foreign School Society ; all of which are aided 
by the State, and in which the study of Scripture is 
not a matter of choice, but of necessity. Taking her 
stand upon her old principle, from which she has 
never swerved. the Society asks that the Bible may 
have its proper place, so that “ Whosoever will may 
take of the waters of life freely; and since that 
principle is her rule, and since the rules of the Na- 
tional Board are not only opposed to it, but lax and 
insidious, she appeals to common sense, common 
justice, and common honesty, whether she should 
surrender that principle, which is her life, or the 
Board alter its rules, which are both lax and in- 
definite. 


The Times on Sir Fitzroy Kelly's Letter to Lord 
Brougham, relative to the proposed Bill for the Pre- 
vention of Bribery :'— 

When the Roman satirist complained that simplicity 
had become extinct upon the earth, he could not have 
had in his mind the existence of such a moral and in- 
tellectual phenomenon as Sir Fitzroy Kelly. Juvenal, 
no doubt, considered Simplicity as a coy virgin, dwell- 
ing in pathless solitudes, and far from all causes of cou- 
tamination. Had he lived in our days he would have 
known that the form in which sweet Simplicity now best 
loves to masquerade is that of an old Nisi Prius lawyer, 
not unskille in the complicated devices of legal war- 
fare, nor wholly without some tincture of that lore which 
is picked up even by the most ingenuous mind in the 
atmosphere of crewded committee-rooms and Parliamen- 
tary elections. 

If you want an unhesitating faith in oaths and 
promises, it is in the breast of the i instead of the 
dove that you must henceforth seek it. Jet him who 
thinks these lines are written in a spirit of paradox or 
of irony peruse carefully the enormous letter with which 
Sir Fitzroy Kelly has this morning graced our columns, 
and he will rise from the perusal a little exhausted 
perhaps— perhaps a little confused—but certainly en- 
tirely converted to our opinion, and sincerely thankful 
that the world, with all its power to tarnish and to 
corrupt, has left us one pure and guileless spirit to 
redeem the character of a sophisticated and suspicious 
generation. 

Sir Fitzroy Kelly has observed that, notwithstanding 
the strenuous exertions in the direction of purity that 
have illustrated his own career, the crime of bribery is 
bringing discredit not only on this country, but on all 
free constitutions. Now, the crime of bribery has this 
peculiar feature— that it is performed with the entire 
good-will of both parties, that both have an equal in- 
terest in concealing it, and that each receivesa full 
equivalent tor what he gives. ‘These things oller 
great difficulties te its detection, and there are persons 
who believe that, as no free electoral system has, so 
no free electoral system will, exist without it. Nay, 
there are those who thiak that even the penacea 
of lowering the franchise will only extend the venal 
classes, and render the prevalence of bribery more 
certain than ever. Among these desponding reasoners, 
however, Sir Fitzroy Kelly is not to be found. He does, 
it seems, despair of getting electors who will not be 
willing to touch the gold of the candidate, but he 

believes that he has found the means by which candi- 
dates will be effectually prevented trom throwing temp- 
tation in the electors’ way. He thinks he has taken 
precautions so stringent that a man whose whole politi- 
cal and social position turns on the result of an elec- 
tion will rather allow it to be decided against him 
than turn it inthis favour by any corrupt expe- 
dient whateoever. It is nota palliation or diminution 
of the evil that Sir Fitzroy Kelly looks for. He is. san- 
guine enough to believe that he has found the means of 
its total eradication. Once let Parliament adopt his nos- 
trum, and the practice of bribing electors will fall as 
completely into oblivion as the formerly equally preva- 
lent practice of bribing members. And this is not to 
be accomplished by enfranchisement or disfranclhise- 
ment, by ballot, by voting papers, or any of the other 
received nostrums which load the shelves of the Parlia- 
mentary quack. This new doctor of the Constitution 
relies on two remedies alone—oaths and heavy punish- 


ments. In a long course of Nisi Prius experience Sir 
Fitzroy Kelly has gainei the conviction that 
oaths, if made under the dread of a suitable 


penalty, arr sure to be observed, and that no feeling or 
anger or ill-will, no hope of gain, and nodread ot punish- 
ment, will induce a man upon his oath to swerve one 
iota from the exact and literal truth. He has also ob- 
served, no doubt from his acquaintance with the Cus- 
toms and other public departments, that promissory 
oaths are always strictly adhered to, and never trans- 
gressed either in letter or in spirit. As regards punish- 
ment, he has also, no doubt, discovered that men never 
do that for which they are liable to be fined, imprisoned, 
or transported, and that it is never necessary to execute 
these sentences, because the mere terror of them entirely 
prevents the crimes to which they are annexed. 
Furnished with these valuable judicial discoveries, Sir 
Fitzroy Kelly sets to work after this fashion :—lIf all 
payments at elections could be made through ‘one re- 
spectable person, there would be an end of corruption. 
Let such a person be appointed by the judges from 
among the barristers, and this point is gained. Ihen let 
every candidate and every elected member swear that 
he has never paid, and never «ill pay, and has never 
authorised, and never will authorise, directly or indi- 
rectly, the payment of any money except to the election 
Auditor. If any person pays any money for the pur- 
poses of the election except through the election 
Auditor he is to be punishable. as in the case of per- 
jury—that is, by penal servitude; be held dis- 
qualified for any office under the Crown, or for being a 
member or elector of Parliament. The agents to whom 
the Auditor disburses his money are to account to him 
on oath, and will, therefore , of course, account truly. 
Such is Sir Fitzroy Kelly’s plan. Now, it occurs to us 
that this great inventor has scarcely done justice to 
his own discovery. Surely the machinery here pro- 
vided is good for other things besides bribery? If oaths 
and penalties are sufficient to prevent offences against 
the law, as we have the penalties already, we have no- 
thing to do but to impose oaths of sufficient stringency, 
aod we shall, accordixg to Sir Fitzroy Kelly, get rid at 
once of all the crimes in the calendar. A man, ac- 
cording to this way of reasoning, will commit murder, 
but if you add to the crime of murder the crime of per- 
jury, by making him swear that he wil! not commit 
murder, society is íor ever safe against his homicidal 
propensities. We shall need neither courts nor juries, 
gaolers nor hangmen, and mankind will be sworn at 
once into a blessed state, in which there will be no 
punishment, because there will be no crime.

_A special meeting of the Municipal Council of the 
city of Dublin was held yesterday, in the City Hall, for 
the purpose of considering the provisions of the“ Dublin 
Corporation Water Works Bill“

the necessity of taking water from them. (Hear, hear.) | 
That committee was instructed to open these negocia- 
tions; they were directed to observe strict privacy with 
regard to their proceedings, in order that their proceed 
ings and conclusions shoul! not, during pending neg-- 
ciations, become known. ‘The directorial boardsof the 
canal companies sat with closed doors, and did not let it 
become public what prices they were prepared to take, 
and the Corporation committee, acting for the citizens, 
likewise sat with closed doors, and endeavoured to keep 
from the canal companies information as to what course 
they were prepared to take, or how far they were pre- 
pared to go. (Hear, hear.) A sub- conunittee of four or 
five gentlemen were appointed to conduct the negocia- 
tions—day after day letters passed to and fro, and at 
length the committee brought the canal companies to 
book. A calculation was made as fo the prices they 
asked under the new state of affairs, and it was 
tound that, by capitalising those prices, and capitalising 
the former prices, the prices last demanded were 
treble those first asked. (Hear, hear) The committee 
were directed to continue their negociations, and sce 
what could best be done for the citizens. The Corpora- 
tion being prepared to expend a suin of about, 140,000, 
exclusive of the price of the water, for which they were 
to pay so high, they feit tha: the citizens were entitled 
to a guarantee for the supply, so that all this money

Dr. Gray, in rising to open the debate, said that the 


would not be wasted, and a heavy debt imposed on the 


special waterworks committee and the sub-committec 
appointed by them, after this subject had been referred | 
back to them by that house on the 2ud of January, with | 
& request to the sub-committee to take charge of the 
bill and conduct it through the House of Commons, felt 
that the first duty they had to discharge was to take, at 
the earliest possible moment, the opinion of the citizens 
of Dublin, as expressed by their representatives, on the 
several provisions of the bill now before Parliament for 
a new water supply, which had again and again been 
adopted, affirmed, and approved of hy the house, (Hear.) | 
He believed that the members of the house, and the | 
citizens generally, would feel that in adepting that 
course the sub-committee adopted a course expressive of 
their sense of what was due to the citizens, and that in 
respectfully asking all the elected repreeentatives o: the | 
ratepayers to meet them in public council that day, 
for the purpose of consulting together on the provisions 
of the bill, suggesting any amendments that micht be 
required. suggesting the form of the amendments, and 
any addition which they thought it necessary to be 
made to tke bi!l in the committee of the House of Com- | 
mons, they took the wisest course they could adopt, and 
one the most likely to lead to that cordial union with- 
out which they could not hope for success in the carry- 
ing out of any great city project. (Hear, hear.) “They 
were met that day, not so much to discuss a project | 
already approved of by the council, as to discuss the | 
detaiis of the bill by which that project could best be | 
carried out ; but, inasmuch as there had been great mis- | 
representation abroad with reference to the bill—great | 
misrepresentation with reference to the general project— | 
and, he was sorry to say, some misrcpresentation which | 
could not be other than wilful and designed, he thought | 
it necessary, before going into the details of the bill 
itself, that some brief statement of the general project, 
and the manner in which it came before the house,should be 
laid before that meeting. (Hear.) In doing sohe would 
be necessarily obliged to go over some matters which 
had been already fully discussed, but they all knew the 
natural tendency of the human mind to pass from a 
subject when once it had been fully canvassed, and un- 
less some special charge were placed on a person to in- 
duce him to keep his mind constantly directed to the 
particular question, he would be liable to be misled by 
the statements of interested parties, to forget what had 
already heen laid before him, and at the end of a few weeks 
to become almost innocent of any knowledge of the 
subject, (Hear, hear.) These circumstances would be his 
excuse to the house for entering more in detail into the | 
subject than he would otherwise think it right todo. It | 
would be in the memory of every member of the house | 
that, early in 1854, the feeling of the citizens was | 
strongly expressed with regard to the necessity of an |

improved water supply for the city of Dublin. (Hear, 

hear.) The members of that house, feeling that it was | 
their duty to take the wishes of the citizens at once into 

consideration, determined to apply to the then Water | 
Committee No 2, and place upon them the duty of | 
making careful inquiry into the whole subject of the | 
water supply of the city, with a view to its improvewent 
and extension. That committee was specially charged 
with the performance of this important duty, and was 
empowered to expend large sums of money íor the pur- 
pose of making the requisite inquiries, and, having done 
so, it was then to lay before the house a report upon the 
subject which would be s itisfactory, because of the in- 
formation, precise and detailed, which it was likely 
to aflord. (Hear, hear.) One of the instructions to 
that committee was, that they were to take 
the opinion of the most eminent engineer whose services 
they could secure upon the whole subject—upon the 
present supply of water, upon the present condition of 
that supply, and upon every improved project which 
might be placed before them, or which was already 
placed befere the public and the council. Some of the 
most active members of that Water Committee were now, 
he regretted to say, no longer members of that house. 
Ile would not harrow the feelings of the many friends of 
the late John Sweetman by alluling at any length to his 
services on that committee. ‘They had lost his services, 
and in losing him the city had lost one of the ablest and 
most respected of its representatives. (Loud cries of 
Hear, hear.”) Mr. John Drew Atkin, who was no longer | 
a member of the house, but who, he was glad to say, was | 


gs 
still in the enjoyment of vigorous health, acted as 
honorary secretary to that committee, and devoted a | 
large fortion of his time—not for days, or weeks, or 
months, but for years, to the consideration of the sub- 
ject, and to the working out of the order of that house 
in reference to it. (Ilear, hear.) That committee co. 
lected all the information in their power with regard to | 
the condition of our pipe water works. ‘They instruc- | 
ted their engineer to prepare a report in reference to 
some projects that were suggested for the purpose of 
improving the supply, and extending and increasing 
their works, They directed that every project should 
be carefully examined, whether it was a project sug- 
gested by parties acting on behalt of the Corporation, 
or on behalt of private speculators, who wanted to take 
advantage of the lapse cf the Corporation, and deprive 
it of the trusts, which they were prepared to make a | 
case before Parliament, showing those trusts had been | 
violated, and that the interests of the city had been | 
sacrificed. ‘Those parties, íor their own pecuniary pri- 
vate considerations, attempted to get up that case and | 
make it strong, and rely upon its strength, and lay it be- 
fore Parliament. He was now reciting the history and 
the progress of the matter. All the plans were col- 
lected; and the honorary sceretary, Mr. Atkin, took the 
trouble to make inquiry in every quarter he could as to 
who was the most competent engineer possible to be | 
had to give advice to the citizens of Dublin on thismost 
important question. ‘Their position, then, was this— 
they had projects for supplying from the officers of the 
Grand Canal Company, the Royal Canai Cempany, and 
several other engineers, both here and in London. The 
number of planssent in for their consideration amounted 
in the aggregate,to eleven. Under these circumstances, 
their position was such that if they selected any of 
those parties who put forward these plans, they were 
subject to be told they had made a selcetion of interested 
persons. After many inquiries and much delibera- 
tion they selected Mr. Hawksley, in England. so early 
as 1854, to advise¢hat Corporation. When this gentle- 
came over, all the Plans were laid before him, and his 
instructions were to put himself at once in communica- 
tion with every person who had a project to propose, 
and the committee advertised that alkwiio had plans 
should sed them in. From this period up to 1858, 
more than four y: ars, their own engineer, Mr. Neville, ard 
Mr. Ilawksley were in constant and uninterrupted com- 
munication with the committee. The plans were all 
examined by the last-named gentleman, most of them 
in personal conference with the parties who were their 
projectors. Au analysis of all the diffirent waters 
and streams proposed owas made by the 
most eminent chemists they could = sceure. 
After devoting four years to the examination of the re- 
lative merits of the several plans, to a comparison of the 
separate caval projects with the combined canal projects 
and the plans for procuring a supply from Vartry, 
Lough Dan, the Liffey, and other sources. Mr. Hawks- 
ley came to the conclusion, in which Mr. Neville con- 
curred, that it was wiser, tor the purpose of avoiding ’ 
Parliamentary diffilcties,to accept an arrangement with | 
the two canals, and hare water supplied to Dublin by a 
plan for drawing water from each canal info a separate 
, from which it would be distributed to each

(Hear, 
hear.) It never was contemplated by the committee to 
take the insane and reckless course of incurring an en- 
ormous expenditure on works, and undertaking the 
payment of a largely increased rent, without requiring 
the canal companies who were to receive this large an- 
nual sum to bind themselves for the proper fulfilment of 
their portion of the contract, by guarantecing an ade- 
quate supply of water for the use of the citizens, (Cries 
of (Ilear, hear.) The canal companies saw 
that nothing was done by the Corporation com- 
mittee in haste, or withont the most ample 

With the wi-dem of the world the 
canal people said that after four years’ deliberation 
examination and investigation, the Corporation

suaded that they could not get the supply elsewhere. | 
Now, that was not a statement of a supposition or of | 
imagination, for the words were actually used at a con- 

ference—words as plain as he had just repeated. (Hear, | 
hear.) They were told at the conference to which he | 
atinded that they might look for water elsewhere, but | 
chat, after such a prolonged and careful investigation, it | 
was clear they knew no other supply could be obtained 
than from the canals. (Hear.) Even at the risk of 
being tedious, be would impress this important point 
upon the minds of the Council. It was known to the 
canal people that, in addition to the four years’ close at- 
tention the committee had given to the subject, Mr. 
Hawksley aud Mr. Neville had, from sunrise on 
summer morning’s, and to sunset on winter 
evenings, traversed and examined all the dis- 
triets suggested in reports and projects sent 
in to the Council as fit for fursishing a proper supply; 
and, with serpent-like wisdom, they concluded that if, 
after all these inquiries, the Corporation could get a sul- 
ficient supply elsewhere, they would not submit to the 
erms required by them. (lear, hear.) It was thought 
that a proper supply could not be obtained from the 
Liffey, either at Kippure or Poulafouca, nor from any 
other of the various sources suggested, and that, in fact, 
the representatives of the citizens were in a “fix.” 
(Hear, hear.) Acting upon such aconviction the canal 
companies conceived that they could not only treble 
their charges, but refuse to give any guarantee for the 
supply, and they accordingly said to the committee 
that no guarantee would be given, and that the citizens 
should take their chance of a sufficient or insufficient 
supply. (Hear, hear.) ‘The committee felt that as men 
of henour, as men of business, and having some know- 
ledve of mercantile affairs, they could never honestly 
hold up their heads before their fellow-citizens, and re- 
commend them to accept these conditions. (IIear, 
hear.) The Corporation were bound to take care that 

the supply of water should be adequate, in consideration 
of which the citizens were to take upon them a debt of 
£140,000, and a trebled rent. Ihey sat from day to day, 


should be asked to visit Dublin again, under the altered 
circumstances that had arisen. And, having had ex 

perience of the folly of allowing the parties whom they 
were dealing with in this way to become acquainted with 
their deliberations and conclusions, the committee re- 
solved to entrust the whole subject to a sub-committee, 
to sit in Council with Mr. Hawsley and Mr. Neville, to 
ascertain whether any other of the clever plans upon 
which four years’ deliberation had been spent couid be 
resorted to for the purpose of obtaining an adequate 
supply of pure water. Mr. Hawksley came over, all 
the documents were laid before him, and he had the 
country around Dablin before his mind’s eve as if it was 
mapped out before him, ard he told them they were not 
ina “fix.” That the examinations he had been making 
in the course of the four years enabled lim at once to 
say that they could be relievéd from their ditliculties. 
Dublin shall have water, aud water plentiful and whole- 
some, though there may be somewhat more difficulty in 
passing the measure through Parliament, in consequence 
of the opposition which may be raised against it. Let 
the conneil mark the two distinctions their consulting 
and advising engineers, and the other parties whose 
professional advice was taken, made to the committce. 
The Pipe Water Committee had come to the conclusion 
that the difficulties they had to encounter were com- 
pensated for by the advantages they would derive. 
Mr. Hawksley undertook to prepare a report on the 
subject, and submitted it to a sub committee tor con- 
sideration. After some further observations, Dr. Gray 
then proceeded to lay before ihe Council the position in 
which they stood with regard to the bill, 
He now came to ask the attention of the house to two 
points. With regerd to the financial part of the question, 
he found that the estimate of 42 18,000 had been re 

vised by Sir John Benson, w ho had constructed hisown 
works within his estimate, and who now told them’ that 


that they would get abundance of good contractors, 
solvent and able to construct works, willing to take the 
contract on these terms. That estimate included every 
possible expense they could be put to for the supplying 
of water to the city, including compensation to mill- 
owners, parties using river water, and owners of 
preperty along the banks. All, to the uttermost 
farthing, would be covered by £218,000. (Hear, hear.) 
One of the objects they proposed to effect by the 
water supply was to procure for the city of Dublin a 
high pressure service, reaching forty or fifty feet above 
the level of the highest chimneys; the principal advan- 
tage of which was, that within two minutes—as in the 
city of Hamburg—in the event of a fire, they could have 
the whole city basin playing on the burning mass. 
(ear, hear.) So thet it would be unnecessary to wait 
for the appearance of the engines in order to quell the 
conflagration. In Cork this desirable result had been 
obtained. Now, with respect to the cost of this water 
supply, and the taxation to be imposed on the citizens 
of Dublin. A number of acts bad teen passed for 
several towns in England totally different from 
that under consideration. It proposed the imposition 
of a rate, not of 8d. in the pound, but of one not erceed- 
ing bd. for private purposes, and an additional 2d. for 
public purposes, such as baths, wasi-houses, and the 
extinguishing of fires. Tenpence was the extreme 
limit propesed. But he would be tok! that there was 
another clause empowering them toimpose an unlimited 
taxation, and that that clange would extend their taxa- 
tion considerably. (IIcar, bear). Now, that clause, in- 
stead of being a source of expense to the citizens, was 
put in for the express purpose of diminishing taxation 
in the city, He wist the gentlemen who were 
anxious to economise taxationin the city, would watch 
the hearing of that question. ‘Their taxation would be 
limited to 10d. in the pound. But. in order to keep it 
under that sum if possible, the committee deliberately 
added the clause empowering them to tax themselves | 
to a greater extent under certain circumstances, wiih the 


highestlimit. (ear. hear.) That was the clause giving 
them power, in any case where the taxes would not be 
sufficient to pay the interest ou their borrowed debts, 
to levy a tax to meet that demand. (Hear, hear.) What 
was the eficctof that? Men, when they had that ample 
margin of security, instead of asking 5 per cent., would 
give them their money at 4 per cent., and they would 
thereby effect a saving of £2,500 yearly to the citizens. 
(Hear) The total sum they were empowered to borrow 
was £25,000 at 4 per cent.; the total interest of which 
would be £10,000 on the valuation of Dublin, which 
amounted to 58. in the pound. Assuming that 
the worst came to the worst—assuming that, which was

Alderman D’Arcy seconded the motion. He refrained 
from making any observations after the able and im- 
pressive manner in which Dr. Gray had laid the matter 
before them. He wished, however, to say he fully co- 
operated with the committee, and any assistance he 
could possibly give he would feel most happy in render- 
ing. (Hear, hear.) | 

Mr. Tracey said he regretted that the debate which 
had taken place on the last day, on the subject then 
before the house had been characterised by the amount of 
unwarraaotable vituperation and abuse which had been 
called forth on that occasion. In the course of the dis- 
cussion, it had been found necessary to reflect on the 
solicitors of Dublin, by disignating certain portions of 
them, as low and scheming.” As far as he (Mr. 
Tracy) was personally concerned, he did not owe 
his position to scheming, but to a course of honesty and 
hard industry. As far as the solicitors iuthat house were 
concerned, they repudiated the observations, ard trea- 
ted them with the contempt they deserved. They came 
there with no premeditated designs, not to sell malt and 
corn-—(a laugh) but as representatives of the citizens 
who had reposed their interests in their hands. Having 
said so much on this subject, he wished, in regard to the 
matter before them, to examine the manner in which it 
had been brought forward. He did not quarrel with ths 
measure, but denounced the means used in bringing if 
iorward as ex parte. A special committee had been ap- 
pointed toexamine the matter and by that committee three 
gentlemen were named, a proceeding which threw a 
“slur” upon those representing the city of Dublin in 
the council; because, according to the bye-laws, the 
three standing committces of that house were open to 
any of the members who chose to attend them. 
A report was made by them to the special committee, 
and a committee of the whole house was conyvetied oi 
the very same day, at a different hour, on whiche 
meeting of that house was appointed to be held. What 
many gentlemen complained of was the short 
manner in which they had been treated. Supposicg 
the city of Dublin considered this not an honest 
bill, what time had they to prevent its being lodged im 
London? Many complained of the ex-par/+ manner in 
which this! ill had been brought forward, direct 
contradiction to the bye-laws. In regard to the supply, 
several thought it could be taken from Lough (nel, 
which was a lake nearly ten miles,in circumference. “i.e 
water was admirable, and it should be admitted, if they 
could with safety undertake asupply from that it was the 
best water to be had. LHe thought that in reference 
to the canals the very fact of tle water passing through 
the locks, tended to purify it to a certain exten’. Hed 
there, during the last 15 years, been any death acc” 
ing from this supply ? lle next would re'er 
to the provisions of the Lill. Section 2% gave the 
power to levy a domestic watcr-rate of &d., aud section 
44 the power of levying a public water- rate ¢f ad 
By the 53rd section there was a liability that the owner?

i of houses in certain cases shonld be assessed for the 


rated oceypiers. By the 73:h there were powers to 
raise an additional domestic rate. ‘The 74th 
gave the power to borrow. ‘The 72nd_ section 
gave power to abolish the pubhé fountaiay 
Chis clause he considered most oppressive. Theso foun 
taias were situated in the poorer portions of Publin 
and the section, he thought, was introduced for the pur 
pose of obliging the poor inhabitants to get up water 
pipes into their houses. It was not to be expected these 
people could afford io do so. Mr. Tracey concluded by 
stating that he wished to know whether the estimated 
expenses included the laving down of pipes to convey 
the water through the city? 

Mr. Price certainly felt that a question of the pre- 
sent importance shou'd be proceeded with with the 
greatest caution and deliberation. felt it to hea 
duty he owed to the public, and those who sent bt 
there, to say he thought the matter had been 
too hastily brought forward. Whenthey considered the 
amount of taxation which it would entail upon tle 
citizens, the matter became most deserving of niinute 
consideration. It exceeded the present rate of taxation, 
by thirty per cent. of the annual value of the rental, and 
if they put the 10d. in the pound upon it (which he 
thought it was very probable would be done), it would 
increase it to five-and-twenty mere. He woul’, there- 
lore, regarding the subject as one of great consequences, 
propose the adjournment of the debate. 

Mr. Martin Burke scconded the motion, and charac 
terised the bill as “a nefarious project.” (A laugh.) 
After some discussion the debate was postponed till 
Monday next, at twelve o'clock,

DREADFUL SUicipe NEAR Mircuecsrown.---Some time 
during last Tuesday night a soldier of the 14th Regimen: 
named John O'Donnell, committed suicide by hangine 
himseifin the corner of a field at Caher Hill, elose to 
Michelstown> ‘The body was discovered on Wednesday 
morning, suspended by acord from the branch of a tree, 
avery shortdistance from the ground, by a boy aeci- 
dentally walking in the field, and who immediately 
gave the alarm. Dr. O'Neill was quickly in attendance 
and the body was cut down by the police, but i was 
found that life was totally extinct, as the unfortusat: 
man had been apparently hanging from some time inthe 
night and the corpse was quite stiff and cold. Theact 
appears to have been a most premeditatéd one, from the 
secure way in which the rope was fastened, and the 
seicction of the tree aud locality for the commission of the 
dreadtul deed. The man was from the neighbourhood of 
the town, und enlistedin the regiment early last month, 
and on St. Stephen's Day was brought into Mitchelstowr 
as a deserter by some police, who found him on the pre 
vious night at his brother's house in the country. He 
was then sent by Mr. Neal Browne, R M., to his regi- 
ment at Fermoy, from which it is supposed he again 
deserted on Tuesday, or escaped from confinement. At 
thetime the body was discovered hanging,a bottle con- 
taining some spirits was found on tle ditch under him, 
and from this fact, and O’Donuell being stated at times 
to be of „ eak intellect, it may be charitably presumed 
that the wretchel man destroyed himself when in a 
state of temporary insanity.---Cork F-raminer.

Prussian ARTILLERY.—Prussian military authorities 
are pl iming themselves upon surpassing Louis Nepoleon 
in the possession of a more perfect cannon than the 
celebrated rifle gun tested and f: und effective at Solferi: o 
and Magenta. The Prussian gun, altogether a new 
invention, and carefully guatded from the prying 
scrutiny of strangers, is breech-loaded, and from this 
peculiarity it can be fired any number of times without 
the metal getting over-heated. As that of Napoleon, 
which is loaded upon the old plan, does not allow of more 
than six or seven rounds being discharged successively, 
the advantage of the German weapon secms to be de- 
finitive. In addition to this, alas, the Prussian gun is 
fired six times as rapidly as its rival, no delay being occa- 
sioned by the use of the screw ramrod applied in the 
Freuch system. One cannon a day is regularly turned 
gut of the Government workshops, and it is hoped that 
the artny will be shortly provided with the necessary 
amount of there terrible instruments of destruction. It 
is an interesting remark, that the old guns are not 
entirely laid upon the shelf through the introduction of 
this newcomer, but will be partly retained for short 
distances, In the Italian campaign the French guns 
frequentiy did the greatest execution amongst the 
Austrian reserve, the artillerymen not being able 
to restrain the range of the new missiles, so as to confine 
their power to the bodies immediately in front. Another 
novelty in Prussian gunnery consists in the introduction 
of iron carriages for fortress artillery, after the design of 
Genera! Todtleben, the well-known defender of Sebasto- 
pol. The alteration has been rendered unavoidable by 
the increased calibre of the pieces, and the proportionate 
strength of the recoil. In the Khenish Provinces, as 
well as in Silesia, the Government continue to raze the 
minor fortresses, renderitg at the same time the larger 
eves impregnable, both as to the strength of the works 
and the number of cannons, Letter from Berlin.

United States, which has been looked at as the salvation 
of the cotton trade, and upon which they have worked 
to the full extent of their available labour, we have only 
imported from America in 1859, an increase of 300,603 
bales over 1852, to mect a demand upon our supply ol 
538,242 bales. But fortunately, other cotton-growing 
districts, although they are treated with such contempt 
by American writers, have, in the same period, sent us 
an increase of 175,600 bales, or considerably more than 
one-half the increase from America. 

But it is to the instability of our supply from the 
United States that the trade ought to look, as in 1852 
we*imported from thence 1,799,100 bales, and yet not 
until 1858, or six years afterwards, did we ever receive 
an equal amount of American cottons; and although 


yet past experience teaches this momentous lesson, that 
there is no dependence to be placed upon America for a 
progressively increased supply equal to the rapid in- 
crease in the consumption. 

We are assured by these who have paid a close at- 
ten ion to the subject that the increased number of 
spinning spindles recently put to work will exhaust 
the supply of cotton produced, if they are kept fully 
employed. We are also told by one of the leading 
cotton agents in the United States that the slave 
power of that country is taxed to the uttermost to pro- 
duce the welcome crop of four millions and a half bales. 
They tell us this, whilst they congratulate us upon the 
sufficiency of that crop for our requirements; but will 
any prudent man venture to assert that four and a halt 
million bales will be sufficient for the requirements of 
1861,or for the increase in our power of consumption, 
stimulated as it is by the increasing demand tor our 
manufactures in all parts of the world ? 

Will any one dare to assert that we ought to relax 
our exertions, and rely on the uncertain production of 
the United States? to run all-the various risks ol that 
crop being soundly and safely harvested ? Ought we 
not, as prudent men of business, to take stuck aud to 
form estimates for supplying our future requirements ? 
Let us take it for granted that the American crop 
will be four and a half million bales, it then becomes a 
question for very serious consideration what propor- 
tion of that crop of four and a half million bales will 
prove sound, serviceable, and honestly packed, or what 
percentage of it wiil turn out false packed and sanded, 
as far too great a proportion of the stock in Liverpoo! 
(upon which we stake so much of our very existence) 
now undoubtedly is. Let us, therefore, examine what 
prospects there are of receiving cotton from any new 
channels. During 1859, we have received 49 bales from 
the following places :—Australia, 6 bales ; Port Natal, 
2 bales ; Loanda, 4 bales ; Cape Coast Castle, 12 bales ; 
Onitsha on the Niger, 3 bales; Peru, 20 bales; Callao, 
2 bales ; total, 49 bales. 

Last of all, but not least in importance, are 16 bales 
of free grown cotton from ‘Texas, which were sold at 
74. per lb. We sincerely trust that the German emi- 
grants who produ ed them may be stimulated to increase 
their crops s thousand fold. 

Let no man sneer at the small contributions to our 
national requirements, trifles though they appear in 
quantity; rather let us look upon them with feelings of 
pride and congratulation, as the nuclei from which vast 
supplies may come, if properly arranged. When we 
look at the rapid manner in which the protuction has 
increased at Lagos, to say nothing of the United States 
—if we may venture to compare small things with great 
it may be that one or other of the above plies may, 
in course of time, rival and equal the East Indian or 
even the American supply; and then every individual 
supporter of the Cotton Supply Association may feel 
that he has contributed by his assistance to that happy 
consummation of our exertions. 

We have not said anything as yet respecting the in- 
creascd supplies which will undoubtedly come from 
India. We hear with satisfaction that the cultivation 
of the American variety is rapidly increasing, and we 
have seen some beautiful cotton grown in India from 
Egyptian secd. Ail those who have been using East 
Indian cotton know well how much the quality has in- 
proved during the last four or five years. May we not 
reasonably hope that it will still continue to improve 
until it will be equal to the samples of American cotton 
which the association are sending out to various parts 
of India, in order that the native cultivators may sce 
what they are required to produce ?

The ingenious idea of hardening paper by 
means of an admixture of bitumen under the influence 
of hydraulic pressure, so as to convert it into a substi- 
tute for iron, is due to M. Jaloureau, of Paris. ‘The 
world has already become familiar with the universal 
utility and value of papier mache, with the beautiful 
application of paper as a substitute, equal in appearance 
to stone and marble for{moulding, architectural castings, 
busts, and statues; it has also heard recently that the 
Chinese constructed their cannon of prepared paper

But the poor tradesman who owes some twenty 
pounds may be incarcerated for four or five months, 
while his family procures bread as best it can. He 
is sent out into the world with health ruined, cha- 
racter lasted, and credit gone. No one is inclined 
to trust the narrow-hearted being who failed for such 
a trifle as twenty or thirty pounds. Had he grace- 
fully contracted a debt of some thousand times the 
amount, he would have been sure of pity. He must 
have been criminal, indeed, to have bent before so 
trifling a demand. It is satisfactory, however, to 
know that this Session will inaugurate anew system. 
Fraud, concealment, undue preference, will be 
punished by imprisonment as they deserve, but the 
unfortunate who has dene no wrong, but who cannot 
pay, will be free from the penal infliction of incar- 
ceration. 

Our tariff with France also has to be settled: 
that tariff so wonderfully beneficial to France, and 
so questionable as regards ourselves. We have 
some interest in this question. By the admission of 
French brandies and spirits into England and Ire- 
land at a reduced duty, our distillers will suffer, un- 
less precautions are taken to secure that an equiva- 
lent reduction on our home manufacture be allowed. 
Our trade with France, in yarns, linens, and spun 
thread, was once very considerable. The prohibi- 
tive duty imposed by the revised tariff has seriously 
injured this peculiarly Irish trade. Since French 
manufactured cottons will be admitted free of duty, 


justice requires that our linens should be permitted 


to compete with them. A duty of 30 per cent. ad 
valorem is nearly prohibitive. Will any of the 
eleven who were at the Northumberland Buildings, 
while fighting for the Pope, utter a word in favour 
of our only remaining manufacture ? 

The taxation of the kingdom also has to be re- 
moddelled. As long as the Conservatives were in 
power, Ireland was free from the imposition of an 
income-tax. Weowe that inquisiterial and iniquitous 
impost tothe Whigs. To a Whig Chancellor of the 
Exchequer we are indebted for an additional 9d in the 
pound on the last half-year. If an income-tax is in- 
evitable, cannot the Irish Members“ be in- 
duced to descend from the contemplation 
of the Roman model Government to study 
so humble a subject as this? If the Irish Members 
were unanimous, we should, at least, have a graduated 
income-tax; a distinction should be made between 
professional and trade incomes and those derived 
from landed property ; some consideration also should 
be shown for those who have narrow incomes, but large 
families. Could we prevail upon those who are ena- 
moured of Autonelli's system of finance to regard 
these trifles, sublunary indeed, but very important 
to some sixty thousand Irish professionals ? 

There will be two bills introduced with reference 
to the registration of deeds and judgments—one by 
the present, another by the late Attorney-General. 
Both these bills will be laid upon the table of the 
House, and legislation willbe effected embodying the 
best clauses of both. In any bill eventually carried 
respecting this matter, we trust a clause will be intro- 
duced prohibitive of the publication of the Black 
Lists. The two instances of fearful loss occasioned 
by their instrumentality, occurring within the last 
week, are sufficient to prove the mischief they entail. 
If every judgment, deed, or bill of sale should be 
published, and if the Legislature contemplates that, 
let it be dene, at least, by a Government officer, and 
by responsible authority. As the eust om at present 
is, the four courts of laware turned into a machine ry 
for the profit of a nameless individual. 

Another bill will require the most vigilant watch- 
fulness. The “ Water Works Dublin Bill” has been 
confessedly prepared in haste. The cnormous sum 
proposed £280,000! does net appear to include all 
the expenses. It is by no means certain that the 
source from whence the water isto be derived is the 
best, or that it offers the most economical supply 
The value of a supply of pure water cannot be esti- 
mated even in a sanitary point of view. Still there is 
no necessity for water, nor must the water supply of 
a great city be made the means of enriching individuals.

If, on the other 

hand, we regard Customs’ duties not ‘without some 

secret feeling of ‘complacency—either asa good thing in 

themselves, or as the means for extorting reciprocity 

from others--we should, of course, keep them a great 

deal higher than is required for the purpose ef revenue. 

The first of these views is the right, and the second is 

the wrong one, but both are consistent and intelligible. 

If we are to have low duties, we must give up the no- 

tion of commercial treaties ; if we are to have commer- 

cial treaties, we shall negociate at the greatest possible 

disadvantage, unless we have imposed on ourselves most 

exorbitant duties. 

Nothing, therefore. can be more absurd and inconsis- 

tent than the position of a country which has logically 

acted on the doctrines of Free Trade when negociating 
a commercial treaty with a country which has logically 

acted on the doctrines of Protection. Such a country 

has nothing to give up that it owght to surrender, and is 
placed at adisadvantage just in proportion as its policy 
has been liberal and enlightened. We are placed just 
at the same disadvantage as we should be if we nego- 
ciated a treaty of mntuai toleration with the Pope, or 
any more intolerant Sovereign, if a' more intolerant 
Sovereign exists. The Pope might relieve Protestants 
from numerous disabilities if he could get an equi- 
valent, but this he has alreadr, for the Queen's 
Roman Catholic subjects are relieved already, not 
for his sake, but for our own. The list of British 
articles, raw, and manufactured, absolutely prohibited by 
he French tariff ‘is very considerable, while we prohibit 
nothing, but only impose duties for the sake of a reve- 
nue which, if not so raised, must be sought in some less 
convenient quarter. If the duty on French wines be 
injudiciously large, we ought to reduce it, whether the 
French Government be disposed to reciprocate or no ; 
but weentirely protest against breaking down the sim- 
plicity of our commercial principles by giving a foreign 
country treaty rights over what is essentially a ques- 
tion of home policy. We have no doubt it will be said 
that a substantial advantage is offered to England in 
the shape ‘of a remission of the prohibition of her 
coal and iron from entering into France. and that it 
would be mere pedantry to reject such an advantage 
because it comes to us in the shape, somewhat anti- 
quated it may be, of a commercial treaty. What 
precise amount of advantage there may be in a step 
by which France, having compelled us to raise our war 
expenditure by some ten millions, is now seeking to 
diminish our revenue, and at the same time to 
provide herself with the two most important 
elements of war—coal and iron—we may per- 
haps consider on another occasien, but we con- 
fess that we are very jealous, and not without 
reason, of anything that resembles a departure from, or 
a relinquishment of, the principles of Free Trade. Our 
shipowners are roaring for reciprocity. What answer 
are we to make to them if we enter into a commercial 
treaty with France? If we can lower a duty on wine 
in order to obtain the relaxation of one prohibition, 
why should we not prohibit foreigners from sharing in 
our coasting trade, in order to obtain the relaxation of 
another ? The admission of our coal and iron into 
France will be dearly bought, indeed, if the price we pay 
for it shall be the admission that we have lost confidence 
in our own Free Trade policy, and mean for the future 
to regulate our tariff not by our own wants, but by the 
liberality or illiberality of our neighbours. 


The Daily News upon the Government Reform 
Bill :— 

The chief interest and occupation of the Parliamen- 
tary Session that opens to-morrow wiil undoubtedly be 
the Government Reform Bill. Foreign Affairs, and 
especially our relations with Frarce and Italy, will, of 
course, give rise to animated discussion, for since the 
great war no year has been more eventful in European 
history than the one just closed. But, after all, these 
discussions will occupy only a secondary place, for the 
dangers and difficulties which surrounded the Italian 
question at the close of last session are now all but re- 
moved, By the prudence and firmness of their united ac- 
tion during the recess the Spates of Central Italy have 
made themselves comparatively independent of diplo- 
macy. Their rightful claims to independence are recog- 
nised by England and France, Powers which are now 
united in a liberal foreign policy; the Congress is inde- 
finitely postponed, and the problems its cumbrous ma- 
chinery were designed to solve will probably be settled 
in a much simpler way. This happy result may be 
fairly attributed to the firm yet frank and conciliatory 
action of ourown Government. The liberal and consistent 
policy announced in Parliament by the noble Foreign 
Secretary, and repeated during the recess at Aberdeen, 
has been faithfully adhered to, and the Government 
need, therefore, fear no hostile inquiryinto the course it 
has pursued towards France and Italy. 

The way is thus fortunately cleared for dealing at 
once with the great question of home legislation. By 
common eonsent the Referm question is to be not only 
discussed but settled this session. Of mere discussion, 
indeed, we have had almost enough, and it is high time 
that the Royal message, which has so often been re- 
peated, from the Throne, should be embodied in some- 
thing more substantial than a draft bill and a desultory 
debate. The Reform Bill to be submitted to Parliament 
in afew days will be the fifth laid on the table of the House 
within about twice as many years. This long delay 
has not, however, been wholly useless; nor need we re- 
gret it if, after all, we get a really good bill. During 
these years the Reform question has steadily advanced 
through many difficulties, and escaped many dangers. 
mostamongst these may be reckoned the caprice of 
its professed friends and the patronage of its open 
foes. Never, perhaps, was a simple question such as the

We confess to thu 
deep depression we felt at the Villafranca conference, 
and the stoppage of the war in the mid-career of Italian 
liberation, but we did not despair of Italy then as some 
of our contemporaries did, who may be classed among fair 
weather friends. Things have gone on well, but not 
quite so unexpectedly to those who know how deeply 
the Italians have nourished the doctrine of unity, to 
which they have nobly sacrificed their municipal and 
local jealousies, and the still stronger convictions of a 
more bold and liberal political creed. ‘They have been 
patient, temperate, disinterested, and, above all, united, 
by which they have disarmed many enemies and shamed 
many a lukewarm friend. By this course they have 
succeeded in gaining most of their common ends. Let us 
hope that, by a continuance in the same wise conduct, 
they will ensure their complete and entire success. We 
have seen so many reverses that we are as little disposed 


to be over-sanguine now as we were to be 
before too deeply depressed. But everything looks 
well. Count Cavour has not only resolved to call 


the Parliament ot Piedmont and Lombardy together, 
but the authorities of the now established Governments 
of Tuscany, Parma, Modena, and Romagna have re- 
solved to call upon the people to elect representa- 
tives to the first Parliament of Northern Italy. When 
itis added that Count Cavour has invited to his Ministry 
Farini, the firm and popular dictator of Modena ; Fanti, 
the Gencral-in-Chief of the Army ef Central Italy ; and 
Count Mamiami, who was the last constitutional Mi- 
nister of Pius the Ninth in 1848, and who has since 
his exile been a distinguished senator of Piedmont, we 
may venture to expect that the restored Minister of 
Victor E:nmanuel will be able to proceed successfully in 
his favourite scheme of uniting and cousolidating the 
union and independence of Northern Italy. From 
France he will probably no longer dread the cold reserve 
which she felt bound by the Zurich treaties to assume. 


Neither will Count Cavour have any longer to dread the 
lecturings and covert sneers of the Earl of Malmesbury, 
of which the able and patriotic Minister of Piedmont 
had to endure the most considerable share.

COURSE OF EVENTS. 

The events of the week as regards foreign politics 
have been few, but they have nevertheless been impor- 
First in order is the letter of the French Emperor 
proclaiming in general terms his determination to free 
the commerce of France from the trammels of prohibi- 
tion—to inaugurate, in fact, Free Trade. 
specially mentioned in that communication are coal and 
cotton ; but it is not stated whether the latter of these 
articles is to be admitted in a manufactured state at a 
reduced duty. If, as some persons suppose, “ raw cotton” 
only is meant, and that cotton articles are still to be ex- 
cluded by a taxation they cannot bear, then the benefit 
of the change will be felt by America alone. Coals, 
however, must be derived from England, and in so far 
the change will be of advantage to English trade and 
commerce. But it will also be of the greatest advantage 
to France, as it will enable the French Government to 
lay up an inexhaustible store of that “ material of war” 
so as to provide for all future contingencies. At pre- 
sent France and the French navy is almost wholly de- 

t on England for coal, and there can be no ques- 
tion that, in the event of apprehended hostilities, the 
n of that article of produce would be pro- 
It is, however, more than probable that the 
free trade intended will consist in the elimination of the 
category of excluded articles from the French tariff, and 
the imposition of a moderate duty on all articles impor- 
ted into France. 

It is idle to speculate on the motives cf so deep a man 
as Louis Napoleon in making such a radical change in 
the French fiscal system as this will certainly be ; but 
reason to suppose that it is in the 
nature of “a stroke of policy,” for the purpose of re- 
knotting the threads of the English alliance, which had 
of late days been almost altogether loosened. That it 
is wholly for the benefit of the French people may per- 
haps be doubted, inasmuch as they are no worse off now 
in a material point of view than they have ever been;

The Dublin Corporation should not confine 
the supply for the population of the city as it ‘stood 
at present, for in some years henceit might be insufficient 
to meet the wants of an increased population. He 
held in his hand an official document which proved that 
in the parish of St Luke’s, that the number of persons 
in each house was fifteen, and m St. Michael’s parish 
sixteen; and this picture of human misery, instead of 
exciting a sigh, as it ought to do in the Corporation, 
excited a ribald sneer. In some houses in Dublin there 
‘vere forty persons, and, in frosty weather groups of 
those poor people might be seen gathered round the 
fountains waiting to get a scanty supply of impure 
water. With reference to that state of things, he asked 
the gentlemen opposing the biil were they doing thei: 
duty to the citizens and the poor by their opposition?

He had been re- 
marked he believed, for giving expression to strong 
opinions, but his anxiety on all occasions was to keep 
down taxation. In fact he could not afford to do other- 
wise, consistently with holding his position asa public 
man, for he was, to a certain extent, the representative 
of the people, and had been returned to that Council, 
by a very populous ward—a body of men who were sen- 
sitvely alive jto the danger of supporting any measure 
which had a tendency increase the taxation of the city. 
He therefore dare not support this project if he thought 
it calculated to oppress the poor or increase the taxes. 
He would also add that it was necessary for him to look 
before him, as it was not improbable that before three 
months he might appear upon the hustings to ask the 
citizens to send him to Parliament again.

INQUEST ON THE BODY OF HUGH MASSEY 


O’GRADY, ESG. 
Cast Lecarpe, Saturpay.—This day, Thomas Cos- 


telloe, Esq., coroner, held an inquest at Castlegarde, on 
the body ofthe late Hugh Massey O’Grady, Esq., found 
drowned in the dead river, on Friday. The following jury

to be a piece of timber, but on getting into the fleld and 
to the river edge, he saw it was a human body; he and 
his brother then proceeded to the farm-yard of Mr, 
Kearney, the county surveyor, and procured a crook, 
with which the body was drawn to the bank, and then 
it was Ciscovered to'be the remains of Mr. Hugh Massey

tying forward the bill, although ior the last twelve 
| Yeats the subject had been under consideration. One 
man stood up and said the attempt to pass the bill was 
a “nefarious job,” although the wretched poor in Greek- 
i Street, or such other places, were obliged to pay a shil- 
| ling in the pound, while parties in Stephen’s-geeen paid 
i but 14d in the pound; that was why the proposed 
| bill was called a “nefarious job,” because it would 
| inerease the Pipe Water Rate to sd. in the pound on 
the rich, and relieve the poor man who was at present 
oppressed. He (Alderman Reynolds) was one who 
who did not at first give his unanimous assent to the 
bill, fearing that the expense of the water works would 
exered the estimate, and that the sum mentioned, 
4ai#,000, would not be suflicient to carry it out. 
(ilear, hear.) The maximum of the expense could not 
exceed£25"', 000, aithough Serjeant Fitzgibbon contended 
it would increase taxation; but he( Alderman Reynolds) 
was prepared to show that the promoters of the bill were 
mathematically correct, and that the carrying out of the 
proposed works would not increase taxation. (Hear, 
hear.) The Grand Canal proposed to supply a certain 
quantity of water from the harbour level, they to be 
indemnified by the Corporation from the claims of the 
millowners. Serjeant Fitzgibbon should have in- 
corporated in his letter the letter from the Canal Com 
pany, of the 17th August. The Canal Company were 
to charge the city 41,500 4 year for supplying three 
millions of gallons, and the Corporation was also to in- 
demnify the wealthy millowners along the Canal. If the 
Corporation entered into such a contract as that, there 
was not a sensible man in the city but would cry shame 
at them. In Manchester, where there was a population 
of only 600,000 persons, they had completed their 
water works, aud arranged it so that there was a suffi- 
| cient supply of water for a populalation of two 
millions. The Dublin Corporation should not confine 
the supply for the population of che city as it stood 
at present, for in some years hence it might be insufficient 
to meet the wants of an increased population. He 
held in his hand an official document which proved that 
in the parish of St Luke’s, that the number of persons 
in each house was fifteen, and in St. Michael's parish 
sixteen; and this picture of human misery, instead of 
exciting a sigh, as it ought to do in the Corporation, 
excited a ribald sneer. In some houses in Dublin there 
were forty persons, and, in frosty weather groups of 
those pour people might be secn gathered round the 
fountams waiting to get a scauty supply of impure 
water, With reference to that state of things, he asked 
the gentlemen opposing the bil were they doing thei 
duty to the citizens and the poor by their opposition? 
Ile gave notice to those opposing the laudable object of 
the promoters of the bill, that if they succeeded in defeat- 
ing it next session, its promoters would never cease until 
they succecded in carrying it. It would be a curse to 
inflict n the citizens of Dublin to compel them fur- 
ther to drink the impure Water of the Canal, which was 
laden with imouritics aod animal matter. 
Alderman Kevnolds then continued to say that the pro- 
moters of the bill had been most grossly slandered. 
and traduced by its opponents. He had been re- 
marked he believed, for giving expression to strong 
opinions, but his anxiety on all occasions was to kecp 
down taxation. In fact he could not afford to do other- 
Wise, Consistently with holding his position asa public 
man, for he was, to a certain extent, the representative

He assured the house that he 
did not belong to the class alluded to by Alderman Rey- 
nolds, and that in the course which he had taken he 
was merely actuated by a desire to protect the rate- 
payers, whieh he was determined to do, as long as 
he reimained one of their repreeevtatires:

He did not know whether 
thefe was an“ trutbin the ¢tatements made in reference 
to that matter or not, but he would say that he did not 
think the Corporation ought to Jay too much stress upon 
their capabilities fcr conducting great measures, taking 
inte account the many complaints which had been made 
~ their public works. If such a work were under- 
taken by a private company—like a great railway com- 
pany, for instance---he did not see how the public inte- 
rests would thereby be injured; for it did not by any 
means follow that, because private ends were served, 
therefore public ends could not be well served also. 
In fart, the two points were often identical. It often 
happened that public ends were best served, when prit 
vate ends were serued too. Alderman Martin having 
next briefly referred to the quality and quantity of 
the water to be supplied from the Liffey, and also to the 
injurious effects likely to result from the abstraction of 
somuch water from that river, concluded by stating 
that, though he was not willing to support the bill in 
its present form, he thought that the gentlemen who 
had proposed the report, and given so much time and 
labour to the consideration of the question, deserved the 
best thanks of the citizens. 

Mr. George W. Maunsell then aderessed the house 
in support of the amendment. He was bound to say 
that,so far as he was connected with the committee, no 
gentlemen could have felt greater anxiety to procure 
for the city a wholesome supply of water than they did. 
However, he should also say, before taking further part 
in the business of the day, that his shafe in the - 
ings of the committee was but small. He had been 
nominated upon the committee, and was a party 
to the resolution, which expressed the necessity of 
its business being conducted in private, and if a mistake 
was committed indoing that, he acknowledged that 
he was in part responsible for it, but when he left Ire- 
land, in July, 1859, the Liffey scheme had not been even 
referred to. He believed, indeed; it had some time 
before been brought to their notice by a Mr. McCean, a 
London engineer, but it had fallen to the ground. 
When, however, he returned to Ireland in October, he 
found that the whole question had been gone over de 
liberately ; that the {locality had been visited, that a 
report upon the subject was actually written out and 
realy to be presented to the committee. So, far then 
he could safely say that he had taken no act or p'art in 
the selection of the Liffey scheme, and the moment he 
found it was selected he withdrew from the committee. 
The next step which he then thought necessary to be 
considered was, what was to be done in relation to the 
settlement of the compensation to the several partics--- 
that is to say, whether it should be given in water or 
inmoney. He was informed that it would be in water, 
but circumstances transpired which left no doubt upon 
his mind that such compensation was perfectly illusory, 
and that it was inserted in the notice without any pros- 
pect of it being carried out. He would now offer some, 
observations upon the merits of the bill itself, and in 
doing so he would take his position as a citizen, and 
give his views irrespective of his former connection 
with the committee. They had been told by a pre- 
ceding speaket that many speeches had been made upon 
the subject which had no bearing upon it at all. Mr. 
Price in his amendinent had no intention to throw ashes 
upon, orin any way to disparage the labours of the 
gentleman who had prepared the bill ; but, in deference 
to the ovcrwhelming feelings of the city, Mr. Price felt 
that they were pruceeding too rapidly with the 
bill; that there were many grave facts con- 
nected with it which required further considera- 
ton, and that additional time should be given to 
the citizens to reflect upon them, and to deal with any 
reasons Which might be presented to them by Serjeant 
Fitzgibbon, or by any one else; and untal the vote of the 
house was actually taken, he did not believe that they 
wo ild act in opposition to the feelings of the great bulk 
of the intelligent and wealthy ratepayers, and force the 
bill into the House of Commons before they had given 
to it the full consideration which it required. Dublin 
was entitled, no doubt, to thejbest supply of water which 
could be obtained ; but the question was, had the ciii- 
zens come to that degree of unanimity which would en- 
title the promoters of the bill to expect success? He 
contended they had not. The learned gentleman, having 
retctred to Mr. Fitegihbon's letter upon the. present 
subject, passed to the consideration of the sani- 
tary condition ot the city, and observed that instead 
of reading letters from Dr. Townsend of Cork, 
and Mr. John Francis Maguire, it would have 
been much wiser on the partof Dr. Gray and his friends 
to have consulted authorities nearer home—suclias Sur- 
geon Wilde and Dr. Stekes, gentlemen who had made 
themselves thoroughly acquainted with the wants ot 
Dublin in this respect, and who were more competent to 
give an opinion upon them. As regards the position of 
the Curragh Camp in respect to the present project, he 
thought that the committce, in consulting Colonel Dub- 
fert, had shown theinselves tb be very green indecd ; for 
tow could they suppose that they would get correct 
information from that gentleman as to the drainage of 
the camp into the Liffey, The fact was, that the line of 
the camp oecupied the crest of the hill which formed 
the division, or water shed, between the Liffey and the 
Barrow. It was true, as stated by the colonel, that the 
road traversed the erest of the hill in a direct line, and 
that on the south side of it were located the resi- 
dences of the sold‘ers, and all those buildings which 
were neressery fer their accommodation. On the 
north side, which has has its water shed to the Liffey 
were situated the houses of the officers and officials, from 
which might be expected to come the smallest amount 
of pollution, but he had last year the honourto be coun- 
sci in the case of Buroughs and Meekin, tried at the 
Naas assizes, in which the latter, who was defendant, had 
been applied to by an officer of the engineers at the 
camp for permission to allow the rain water which fell 
upon the huts to run into a stream on Mr. Buroughs 
estate, and which was used by his tenants. Mr. 
Meekins took the precaution to ask the officer whether 
any pollution could be caused by the act. The officer 
replied certainly not. The thing was quite impossible, 
for all the pollution went the other way, and Mr. 
Meckins giving full evidence to the statement, 
consented to the work. But what was the con- 
sequence ? Why, before the drain was made, six 
thonths the cattle of the people who resided 
two miles along it were driven away from it. 
They could not dridk the Water, it vas so black and 
stinking. There was then found to be no rettedy ior 
it, and Mr. Burroughs, on the part of his tenents, was 
compelled to take art action against Mr. Meekins. Now, 
taking this facet into consideration, he would ask what 
tras the value of the interview with Colonel Dumſert. 
But besides the objection which was justly made to the 
Curragh Camp, they should also consider that there 
was a barrack at Newbridge, where from one to two 
regiments were constantly stationed. That town was 
lighted by gas, which was another objection to the lo- 
cality, ut, looking at the Curragh alone in this re- 
épect, What gudratitee had they thiat some fanciful com- 
mander would not alter the position of the liuts there 
hereafter, and so change the direction of the drainage 
that all the offinsive matter would flow into the Liffey ? 
Mr. Maunsell then referred to that partof the speech of 
Alderman Reynolds in which he stated that, according to 
tlle present system of pipe-water taxation, the poor man 
liad to pay ohe shilling in the pound, while the rich man 
paid but three-halfpence which he considered] a 
wost unjust thing, and a matter of great reproach to 
the late Corporation, of which he (Alderman Reynolds) 
Was d member.

GALWAY LINE—THE LATE QUICK PASSAGE OF 
THE PRINCE ALBERT. 

The following authentic abstract from the log of the 
Atlantic Royal Mail Steam Navigation Company's 
screw steamship Prince Albert, which has been for- 
warded for publication, may not be uninteresting to our 
readers. It will be seen that from New York to St. 
John’s, Newfoundland, the Prince Albert averaged 11 
knots an hour, and from St. John’s to Galway (i. e., 
across the Atlantic) during the whole passage 12 knots 
an hour. This is a great thing for any steam-ship to 
have done. It is the first return voyage of the Prince 
Albert since she was lengthened, altered, and strength- 
ened by Messrs. Laird, of Birkenhead, for the com-

THE GREAT EASTERN-- THE FATAL ACCIDENT 
Southampton, Saturday evening. 
THE INQUEST AND VERDICT. 

An inquest was held this afternoon on the body of 
Captain Harrison, before Mr. Coxwell, when the follow- 
ing evidcace was given before the corouer and jury:— 

R. Pinhey, chief officer of the Indus, said— This morn- 
ing the Indus was lying outside the dock, anchored 
close to the entrance. At about ten o'clock I was stand- 
ing on the dock quay, having just left the vessel. I 
saw a boat rounding the entrance to the docks, It was 
a ship's gig. She had a lug sail set. It appeared to me 
that the boat was on the starboard tack. The sail was 
being lowered, when she jibed, and immediately the 
boat capsized. Isaw several persons in the water, and 
saw our hoats lowered and go to their assistance, The 
wind at the time was blowing very hard from the south- 
west. 

By a Juror—Did you notice what reefs were in the 
sail 7 —Witness—No. 

Henry Edwin Smith, second officer of the Indus, said-- 
I was on board the Indus this morning at ten o’clock. 
She was lying across the dock entrance. I saw a gig 
beat running under a lug sail coming towards the docks. 
The wind was free and blowing very hard. The boat 
appeared to be pitching a great deal. It was high wa- 
tet at the time. As she neared the dock head the cap- 
tain of the Indus celled my attention to the boat as to 
how she was pitching, Soon after she capsized. I can- 
not say whether she jibed or not, or whether the lug 
was fully set. Weimmediately lowered two boats and 
picked up several persons. I do not know the captain, 
and cannot say whether, he was picked up or not. Every 
exertien was made by our boats to save those who were 
capsized. 

Mr Brown, third officer of the Indus, said --I was on 
the quarter-leck at ten this morning, and saw a gig 
boat ruwning up the station. She was on the starboard 
tack, with the wind right aft. As sie was rounding to 
port, and as they appeared to be in the act of lowering 
the sail, she capsited—the sail jibed. Our boats imme- 
diately went to the scene of the accident. We picked up 
four in the gig and one in the jolly-boat. Saw Captain 
Harrison and the Doctor of the Great Fattern struggling 
in the water, locked in eachother’s arms. The jolly- 
boat picked up the captain. ile never moved after he 
was put in, the boat. Ile was black in the face, and 
foaming at |the mouth. I was not in the boat that 
picked up the captain, consequently I could not say 
whether the person that was picked up in the jolly-boat 
was the captain or not. 

Dr. Watson, of the Great Eastern, said---We left 
Hythe this morning at ten o'clock, in the ship's gig. 
There were six of the crew, including the coxswain ; 
also Captain Ley and his son, and Captain Harrison, 
the latter acting as superintendent. There was 
a strong wind from the S.W., and we had a lug 
sail, double reefed. We were on the starboard 
tack. We neared the dock entrance. Captain Harrison 
was steering, and the boat did not seem to answer 
her helm well, The sea was rough, and the boat was 
yawidg @holit. Captain Harrison gave orders to lower 
the sail, when the boat was taken aback by an eddy 
wind and capsized. I twice got hold of Captain Harri- 
gon. Captain Ley was near me the last time I got 
hold of him. On the first occasion the captain made a 
grasp at the boat to right her, but she went over, kecl 
uppermost. I went under with the captain, and after 
coming up I got hold of the bow of the boat, with Ley’s 
son infront of me. I jammed him between myself and 
the bout, to keep him up, holding Captain Harrison at 
the same time. Captain Harrison tried again to right 
the boat ; in doing which I lost my hold. I made two 
of thrte stfokes, and caught hold again of the boat, 
where I retained till I was picked up. As soon as I 
was rescued I saw Captain Harrison in the shed. He 
appeared to be dead. Had him remored to where 
there was a fire, and used all proper remedies, without 
effect. 

Dr. Wiblin said that he attended Captain Harrison, 
with several other doctors, and used every exertion, 
without effect. In his opinion Captain Llarrison died 
from suffocation, or from apoplexy. 

The coroner sumhted up the evidence, and the jury 
returned a verdict of “Accidental Death,“ and deeply 
sympathetic feeling was expressed for the bereaved 
widow.
